At the present rate of production we are headed for a 
6.000.000 car year. This number of vehicles exceeds the level 
which close students of the market believe can be absorbed. 
It is generally held that 5,500,000 is all the motor vehicles 
that we can hope to sell in the domestic and the export fields 
combine d. 

We believe that most of the manufacturers are fully 
awake to the facts. The demand this spring seems to be 
rather keener than in past years. The market will probably 
absorb a record number of cars during the first half of the 
year. Conservative companies will watch carefully for signs 
of’ flagging demand and will regulate their production 
accordingly. Others may be tempted by their natural 
optimism to maintain production schedules too long at pres- 
ent levels. If a slackening of demand does come, these 
manufacturers will start crowding their dealers. On threat 
of losing their franchises, many retail merchants will accept 
more cars than their territories can absorb. Price cuts, long 
trading and all the other familiar evils will follow. 

Making production records is not the first duty nor aim 
of the manufacturer. Making money is the prime aim of all 
business. The automotive manufacturer cannot make money 
unless his dealer organization is making money. No dealer 
is clever enough to make money if he is being loaded with 
cars in excess of his territory’s maximum. needs. 

In our enthusiasm over a year which has all the ear- 
marks of a most prosperious period, we must not let our 
optimism run away with us and create a situation that 
must inevitably work harm to the dealer structure of the 


country.

For Safe Tracks 
O* regulatory legislation this country has had a plethora, 


but Indiana is now considering a bill which is deserv- 
ing, it seems to us, of support. This bill has been introduced 
in the upper house of the legislature by Senator Ralph 
Adams of Shelbyville and calls for the appointment by the 
governor of an inspector of motor race tracks. 

Such tracks will be licensed only after they have been pro- 
nounced safe by the inspector. The proposed law will make | 
forty-five feet the minimum width of any track on which 
motor races are to be run. Elevation of the turns must | 
range from one inch to the foot to an inch and a half for 
saucer tracks. Three flagmen will be required on the turns! 
and hazardous places must be protected by four-foot wire | 
fences. 

It is further provided that the state inspector must see | 
that all tracks are dustproof, that the surface is safe and| 
that general safety, including protection of spectators, is! 
provided for. Concrete retaining walls eight inches thick | 
and sixteen inches high will be required in front of grand-| 
stands and no stands will be allowed in the infield.
